We ventured to prophesy last week a considerable and imme- 
diate rise in the value of money, and the event has confirmed 
our anticipations, and even surpassed them.

<. have twice raised the rate of discount during the 
|| week, and it is now 50 per cent. more than it was when we 
| wrote last. Nothing can be more timely and judicious, or, as 
|| far as we know, more approved of by all careful persons, 
\| than this policy of the Bank. It might have been better, as 
|| we ventured to suggest, to have raised the rate a little early 
| in October ; but this is a minor and disputable matter. The 
| point of principal importance is now secure. The Bank are 
| raising the value of money so as to retain bullion here and 
| to attract bullion from abroad ; and, as experience shows, it 
|| is inthis way only that we can sustain the drain of bullion 
which our purchases of cotton in the East, in Egypt, and 
| other usual quarters, have made requisite. 

ff must be observed that the reserve in ihe Bank is not 
| Over strong. If we look at the Banking Department only, as 
we must for many purposes, while Sir R. Peel’s Act continues 
to.be law, and as the Bank Directors are known to do, we find

We have 
have had to buy raw material in India and elsewhere, where 
they do not want our products and where they are insatiably 
greedy of the precious metals. In consequence we have had 
to send, and still have to send, much gold and silver thither. 
This drain undoubtedly has been aggravated by the bad 
management of the Bank of France. If that Bank had acted 
more promptly and more wisely, much censure would have 
been saved and much difficulty spared. But, as far as the 
ordinary trade of this country is concerned, the present pres- 
sure comes at a time of strength; we are fortified by an 
excellent harvest, and we are weakened by no vicious specur 
lation. 


The Stock Exchange speculations present elements of a 
different sort, though we do not think. that they disclose 
reasons for alarm. We are not now engaged, as in 1847, in 
large works of construction on which calls must be paid, or 
the works must stop. Little business has been commenced 
by the new Companies,—little we mean in proportion to their 
nominal magnitude. The most remarkable schemes are new 
banks which have scarcely commenced business. These need 
not call up their capital faster than they choose, and they 
have as yet had no time to incur serious liabilities. Gamblers 
who have bought at high premiums shares in untried under- 
takings may lose their money, and this is not an evil, but the 
mass of English enterprise presents little ground for appre- 
hension or alarm.

THE SPEECH OF THE EMPEROR OF THE FRENCH. 


Tux speeches of Louis Napoleon are unique, not only from 
the power and position of the speaker, but by their style and 
in’ themselves. There isa story that when he was first a 
candidate for the first Presidency at a time when almost 
every one thought him almost a fool, and when it was a great 
thing to him to be under the patronage of M. Thiers, he 
drew up an address to the French people by way of an elec- 
tioneering programme. M. Thiers, as a professional /itterateur, 
was not satisfied with it, did not think it bien redigé, and had 
another compiled according to the set and ordinary forms of 
composition by a pupil of his own. Prince Napoleon was 
\not’ willing to give up his own address, and the. matter was 
referred to Emile Girardin. That shrewd judge of human 
nature advised : «‘ Be yourself, Prince; in the long run it is 
“the best.” Louis Napoleon took the advice; from that 
hour to’ this his speeches have never wanted the individual 
charm which belongs to the natural products of a peculiar 
and brooding mind ; they have never deviated into the pale 
and colourless phraseology which is inevitable in the style 
of newspapers and periodicals, where an individual writer is 
only one of many, and speaks rather as the organ of an 
aggregate than as himself. 

The peculiar flavour of the French Emperor's style has 
seldom been so remarkable as at this critical time. He had 
in his recent speech an unusually delicate series of topics to 
speak of, and he had to speak before an audience which is 
likely to be rather exacting. He has given more license of 
late to the French Chambers, and the recent elections have sent 
to those Chambers some practised tongues, which well knowhow 
to make the most dexterous, not to say malicious, use of every 
license which is allowed them. The principal point in almost 
all exposes of a French Government is its foreign policy, and 
the foreign policy of the French Emperor, though it has in 
many ways been successful and able, has in many ways been 
rather unsatisfactory to the French people. It has given them 
little which they understand and like, and has given them much 
which they do not understand or like. The French nation are 

no doubt at times ready to go to war for an idea, but then it 
must be foroneof their ownideas, one of those traditional attach- 


history shows that at times the French are subject to 
paroxysms of imaginative excitement. But, except on these 
special occasions, the French public mind is peculiarly scepti- 
seal and mocking. It does not accept great words without

rather anxious, and magnifies distant dangers. It is, above 
all things, selfish, and expects to see some conspicuous good 
aecrue to France from every conspicuous effort which France 
makes. 

The Emperor's policy has not suited, and could not suit, a 
public mind of this temper. His intervention in Italy has 
done much good in Italy, and has had a beneficial effect on 
most of Europe; but it has not much advantaged France.

The French Emperor’s speech is singularly adapted to. the, 
difficulties of his case. He dealt most gently with Mexico 
and Cochin-China. He says that the expeditions beyond sag. 
were not matters of choice, but matters of necessity; that. 
they were the involuntary acts of inevitable policy ; that they, 
were not farsighted schemes of outstretching ambition, Hej! 
deals with them delicately, neatly, aud vaguely, and passes 
from them as soon as he can. Upon Poland, on the other 
hand, he dwelt at length, and with unction. He is at pains 
to show that he too takes the interest in Poland which Franea 
takes in it; that his imagination is.excited as well as hers; 
that he is ready to advance the cause of Poland by every 
effort which France ought to make, by every stroke which will 
not cost her too dear. He labours to show that his Polish 
policy has been one of voluntary zeal, and his Mexican of 
inevitable compulsion. The interest, however, of such a 
speech as that of the Emperor’s is not in what it says of the 
past, but in what it says of the future. The Emperor had 
before him two tempting schemes of foreign policy, both of, 
which must have enormous effects, and to both of which he 
was solicited by strong, though very different motives. The 
one of these is a policy of foresight, and perhaps wickedness; 
the other, a policy of enthusiasm—almost a crusade, 

The first is intervention on behalf of the Southern States of i} 
America. It is difficult to imagine a stronger case of mere 
policy than may be advanced for such an intervention. The 
Emperor has alienated the North, the old political and 
attached ally of France, by an intervention in Mexico. He 
knows and cannot forget that if France is to rule Mexico, 
there can be no peace between her and the United, States, 
should they ever be re-united. If the Union is restored by 
war, the Monroe doetrine—the doctrine that no European] 
Power should intervene in American affairs—revives. with it..|| 
The French will then haye a frontier contiguous to, the 
Americans ; they will be governing unwilling nations who 
are sure to appeal to the Americans for assistance. Sooner 
or later there must be war. It, is the eyident interest. of 
France, if it is to retain Mexico, to accelerate that war: itis, 
better to fight now while South and North are contending for 
the mastery, than hereafter when, perhaps, these will aga 
an undivided Republic.

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|| JAPANESE OFFENCES AND BRITISH RETALIATION. 
|| Iris impossible to read without deep pain the despatches from 
|| our Admiral and Resident Minister in Japan, which were pub- 
| lished in last Friday’s Gazette. They tell in the plainest 
language the story of the vengeance we have taken, or the 
reparation we have exacted (whichever phrase may be pre- 
ferred), for the murder of Mr Richardson and the savage 
assault upon the companions of that gentleman. We have, 
first, Earl Russell’s instructions, which were distinct and 
peremptory enough ;—next, Colonel Neale’s negotiations with 
the Japanese officials in the hope of obtaining the redress 
demanded ;—and lastly, the devastation effected by Admiral 
| Kupér when the affair was at length placed in his hands. We 
|| have, in a word, the English version of the whole transaction 
|| given without any concealment, extenuaiion, or circumlocu- 
tion—and in very unvarnished words. Indeed, there does 
not appear to have been the faintest suspicion in the minds of 
|| any of the actors in this business that varnishing was at all 
| Necessary, 

The narrative has startled us not a little, and has called 
| forth thé severest condemnation from some of our contempo- 
| taries, “We are not prepared to echo their unmeasured lan- 
| guage ; we see, perhaps, more clearly than they do, the ex- 
| treme difficulty of the British position in Japan ; we are fully 
| conscious that parties on the spot are often much better able 
to judge of the justifiability and necessity of particular pro- 
eedifigs than we who are at a distance and only know a por- 
tion “ofthe case; and we have yet to hear the explanation 
and defénce with which Earl Russell’ may be prepared when

Many Months ago we showed that tatters must come to 
some such issue as the present ;—that collisions would arise

‘any tight ‘on’ our side at‘all ;—that we should be subjected 
ts and outtages ‘which we could ‘neither submit to

safety, nor resent with jistice, nor retaliate without what 
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(however unavoidable) would look like and would practically 
\be cruelty ;—that, in a word, we should soon be inevitably in- 


volved in a disgusting species of warfare, from which we could 
reap no glory, and in which we could scarcely avoid com- 
mitting much wrong. All this has been fulfilled to the letter. 
We have, in fact, got ourselves into a position from which it 
was impossible to extricate ourselves, and in which it was 
equally impossible to maintain ourselves, without a course of 
action which even the least considerate must regret, and which 
to all appearance only the most skilful advocate can justify. 


The points whick seem specially to need clearing up and 
justifying are the following. The outrage for which we 
demanded redress and reparation was committed by a powerful 
and at least semi-independent Prince,—so powerful as to be 
admattedly beyond the reach of coercion by the Tycoon or 
Chief Ruler of Japan, and so independent that we made our 
demands for the punishment of the murderers and a pecuniary 
indemnity for the murdered man directly on himself, and 
made war upon him, and engaged his batteries, and sunk his | 
steamers, and burnt fis capital and palace, on our own 
account, and not as agents or allies of the Tycoon ;—for 
though he is said to have intimated an intention of sending 
a Japanese war steamer to accompany our expedition, yet it 
was not sent, nor do we know what its object or action would 
have been if it had gone with us; and, moreover, the Govern- 
ment had officially requested us to delay our operations. Yet at 
the same time that Earl Russell orders this special demand 
and this special retaliation upon the Daimio Satsuma, on the 
ground that the Tycoon could neither punish nor control him, 
he also demands from the said Tycoon an apology and 100,000 
fine, for an outrage which he regretted, did not. commit or 
permit, and could not prevent nor avenge. Logically, the two 
demands would seem mutually to exclude each other. If the 
Tycoon be really as powerless over the independent: Princes as 
appears:to be admitted on all hands, was it just to hold him 
responsible to the extent of compelling him to apologise and 
pay? Ifmot, if he really was in any. way to blame, except 
for having by the constitution only amost limited and undefined 
authority and jurisdiction, if he could have coerced Satsuma, 
on what. prinelple do we-make war on a subject instead of on 
the Ruler? Is it quite dignified or fair to attack and punish 
both the theoretical and practical offender—the man with 
whom all the guilt lay, and the man who was only guilty, by 
a sort of legal fiction ? 

The second point for elucidation is the validity and sincerity 
of one or two of the pleas put forward by the Prince of 
Satsuma in the answer which his officials presented to our 
representative’s demand for the surrender of the murderers,— 
the real head of whom, “the chief perpetrator’’ (to use the 
words of Lord Russell), the man who ordered his followers to 
commit the murderous assault, being, it appears, the father 
of the Daimio in question. These pleas may be, and probably 
are, mere ingenious evasions, the last expedients resorted to 
after some months of contemptuous silence or clever fencing, 
Still they sound very plausible to English ears; and one of 
them especially has an air of fairness and candour which is 
singularly engaging, and which, coming from a Japanese, is 
therefore perhaps all the more suspicious. The Prince re- 
presents how easy it would have been for them, had they been 
inclined to trifle with us and to stoop to an, unworthy de- 
ception, apparently to satisfy while really evading the British 
demands, by executing some other malefactors in lieu of the 
real assailants of our countrymen,—in which case it would 
have been impossible for us to have detected the fraud or 
continued the pressure, Nothing can sound fairer than, this. 
They. also urge, with some show of justice, that according to 
Japanese law and practice, any parties who are found on the 
high road during the passage along them of the great Princes, 
and whose presence therefore even constructively impedes their 
progress, are liable to be beaten, and that, therefore, it is by 
no means clear that the assailants, whose condign punishment 
Karl Russell demanded, had committed any offence at all. 
If it was intended by the treaty contracted with the Tycoon 
to empower Englishmen to impede roads whereon natiyes are 
not allowed to stand during these Princely progresses, then a 
clause to that effect ought to have been inserted in the docu- 
ment, and made known to all the Daimios. Ard, finally, 
with somewhat less plausibility, they plead that as the assail- 
ants and so-called murderers were many, it would‘hot be easy 
either to detect them, or procure evidence against them. 

Now, it is'true that much of this may be special pleading 
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‘and mere dishonest evasion. It is obvious that our Minister, 

lor our injured countrymen, could not themselves identify 

their assailants or procure evidence against them—any more 

‘than Field-Marshal Haynau could identify those of Barclay’s 
draymen who beat him. But we cannot forget that we were 

ourselves obliged to refuse him the satisfaction of having 
| them punished precisely on that account. Still, there is no 
| doubt that in dealing with a people who are by no means 
|| “ barbarians,” as Admiral Kuper rather rudely called them 
| to their faces, but yet whose form of civilisation differs so 
|| materially from our own, we must occasionally obey the 
|| dictates of expediency and necessity rather than those of law 
and precedent or analogy, and guide ourselves by the prin- 
ciples rather than the rules of justice—{to use a distinction 
of Burke’s). It remains, however, for the Government to 
show that they have acted in this matter with at least sub- 
stantial fairness and consideration, At present, we confess 
the impression left upon our minds is that in their brutal 
assault upon Mr Richardson and his companions, the Japanese 
who ordered, and those who committed the outrage, only 
acted in the same overbearing and raffianly manner as they 
would have acted towards a native, hadanative been either inde- 
|| pendent enough or ignorant enough of etiquette to haveremained 
| in the road when a great Daimio was passing. It is natural, 
therefore, that they should be unable to understand why they 
|| Bhould be put to death merely for doing what they do every 
|| day, amd see no sin in doing. 

The third, and far the most difficult and painful ques- 
tion, is how far we were warranted either by the usages of 
war or the dictates of humanity in bombarding and destroying 
by fire the city of Kagosima. Under the peculiar internal 
| polity of Japan (which we have more than onee explained), we 
entertain no doubt whatever that we were justified in de- 
manding reparation from the Prince of Satsuma, rather than 
from the Tycoon. Neither can we doubt that on his refusal 
to afford such reparation—if, indeed, that reparation was 
just in amount and kind, and if it was virtually refused, as is 
believed and assumed—we were justified in destroying the 
| batteries and seizing the steamers belonging to the Prince. It 
is possible also—perhaps probable—that we were also war- 
ranted in destroying the forts and founderies which he had 
| established and the Palace in which he resided. If the outrage 
justified violence at all—the enforcement of redress—then it 
| clearly must be held to justify violence up to this extent. 
But if it be true that in addition we intentionally shelled 
and kept in conflagration for at least 48 hours a city said to 
| contain 150,000 inhabitants, many thousands of whom may 
have perished in the flames, and perhaps not one of whom 
had committed any offence against us or were at all aware 
| even what the quarrel was about, and whose only crime was 
living in a town belonging to.a Prince who had wronged us, 
and owing allegiance to him,—then we confess we do seem 
to have outstepped all the now recognised boundaries of civi- 
lised and credible warfare. We have in that case needlessly 
|| made war on non-combatants. We have assaulted and destroyed 
|| # place that was not fortified and that did not impede our mili- 
|| tary operations, and artizans who were not soldiers, nor in 
arms, nor offering resistance. It is dikely enough that if we 
had not taken signal vengeance for the outrage complained of 
the safety of Englishmen in Japan would have been seriously 
jeopardised, if not actually sacrificed.

liberty. Upto the present moment the debt contracted and 
spent by Italy on her new policy is about the same as. that 
contracted and ‘spent by England om the Orimoan 
war, namely, about 40,000,000/. It is simply ludicrous 
to talk of this as an enormous outlay for purposes so vast, 
That which England could afford for an almost abstract 
European policy, Italy could certainly not complain of spend. 
ing on the most vital of revolutions. If any one supposed that 
Count Cavour’s poliey for Italy was an economical policy ia 
the first instance, he is of course now undeceived, and cap 
never have been a very rational politician. But assuming, as 
we are entitled to do, that Count Cavour’s policy, though a 
risky policy, was yet a wise one in the large political sense, 
it seems to us idle and unbusinesslike to express horror and 
astonishment over the very moderate dimensions within which, 
the cost of that policy seems likely to fall. Freedom, like 
other luxuries, is not to be had at first without some sacrifice 
of hard cash. It may prove—we believe it will prove—in the 
narrowest pecuniary sense, an admirable investment, But 
it is an investment of the nature of money spent on drainage 
and new machinery ; it takes time to produce its great fruitg,, 
and in the meantime absorbs much capital. It is cheaper 
for the moment to live in an undrained swamp than to. drain 
it, for the new health and energy will not appear till after 
the cost has been paid, And so no doubt it was cheaper for 
Italy for the time to put up with the petty tyrannies of the 
Grand Dukes and the degrading sway of the Bourbons than to 
throw them off. The cost of throwing theua off is immediate; 
its financial advantages are necessarily deferred. 

Let us consider only the enormous immediate outlays in- 


imply. In the first place, there is the great army and fleet. 
Even since the war the army and navy have cost Italy nearly 
15,000,000/ in 1862 and upwards of 9,500,000/ in 1863. 
For a State whose whole revenue was in 1862 not 25,000,0001 
and in 1863 only 23,000,000/, we need scarcely remark that 
this expenditure is enormous. But it is, strictly speaking, a 
necessary expenditure,—perhaps, even in the last year, quite 
the minimum that these departments should absorb, It 
would be childish to inaugurate a policy which makes. deadly 
enemies of the atrong, and not prepare to meet those deadly 
enemies.

Aqriculture, 
STAFFORDSHIRE PRIZE AGREEMENT. 


THE IRREPRESSIBLE CONFLICT. 
STAFFORDSHIRE is not eminent as an agricultural county. The 
climate is moist; the soil, for the most part tenacious, difficult to 
cultivate, and, perhaps, generally more suited for pasture than for 
arable land. Then, the mineral wealth of the county is so great, 
and the inducements to engage in manufacturing or mining pur- 
suits are so superior to those offered by agriculture, that, as the 
rule, there is less enterprising farming in that county than in most 
others. Yet there are good farmers, and there are more who 
desire to cultivate better than they do, if they could obtain greater 
liberty of action and security for their capital than the system on 
which the Staffordshire landowners mavage their estates at present 
permits. The farmers, too, have somewhat the spirit of indepen- 
dence manifested by thei manufacturing neighbours. Hence there 
has of late years arisen in Staffordshire some very effective disous- 
sions on the terms and conditions on which farms are.let upon 
which they ought to be let. Mr Chawner, a farmer, as chairman 
of the Cannock Agricultural Society, has very earnestly and ably 
advocated the granting of leases to the tenant-farmers, and upon 
terms that will afford them at once liberty of action‘and security. 
It was under such influences that Lord Lichfield offered, at the 
Staffordshire Agricultural Society, a prize for the best form of 
agreement between land'ord and tenant adapted to the county, |! 
and which should afford security to the tenant and protect the 
interest of the landlord. We have before referred to this subject. 
but at that time the prize agreement framed by Mr May had not 
been published ; it was then to be referred to some land agents for 
their emendations before publication. That a ent, however, 
now appears io the Mark Lane Express, and, although we consider 
any agreement for the yearly holding of afarm to be, to say the 
least, useless, yet the discussion and consideration of the stipulations 
proposed for such agreements will be useful as tending to settle the 
provisions which ought to be inserted in leases. hough these 
agreements confer only yearly holdings, yet their provisions are such 
as are strictly applicable to leases, and appear to contemplate the 
continuation of the relations of landlord and tenant for a series of 
years. Regarding them, then, es leases, or as containing the regula- 
tions which landowners and their agents consider to be necessary to 
protect the owner's interest when a farm is let, we may treat them 
as indicating the restrictions and provisions which landowners will 
hereafter be required to be inserted in leases. 

And it may be mentioned that nearly ali the commentators on 
the prize agreement—and the local press teems with them—regard 
it as in no degree supplying the demand for security which the 
farmers are beginning to make. These comments may be resolved 
into the objections we have so often had occasion to urge against 
agricultural contracts, viz., that needless restrictions are imposed 
on the tenant-farmer, that no substantial security for his capital 
is afforded, and that no satistactory arrangement is made on the 
vexed question of game. It seems that Mr Chawner sent in an 
agreement in competition for Lord Lichfield’s prize, which was read 
at a recent meeting of the Cannock Society, and it appears to be 
far more simple and judicious than that which obtained the prize. 
But Mr Harvey Wyatt, who presided, and who is a land agent, 
spoke strongly against Mr Chawner’s form of agreement as one 
‘* which would never be adopted by the landlords or by the in- 
telligent tenants of the country.” He also in the course of his 
remarks said: ‘‘What they wanted was an agreemént which 
would fairly represent both the interests of the landlord aud the 
tenant, which would afford ample security for the itivestment of 
that capitalwhich it was so desirable should bé invested ifthe land 
of this country, and to secure the advancement of the stiénce and 
practice of agriculture. Mr Chawner had enunciated opinions. in 
that room which had almost electrified many people, and which 
had led to considerable discussion in the county at large; and 
no doubt it was owing to such discussions that the gtéat landed 
proprietors had felt that some alteration was neoded......... The 
landowners not only represented their own interests, but’ also the 
interests of the incoming tenant. But Mr Chawner’s views 
appeared to be limited to the interests of the preseat tenants, 
but he (Mr Wyatt) did not think thatthe present tenants objected 
to the restrictions which Mr Chawner wished to sweép away en- 
tirely.” After some further observations in the same strain, Mr 
Wyatt was interrupted by the impatience of the meeting, which 
did not coincide in his views, but, on the con , seemed to 
with Mr Masfen, when he said “The conditions tinder which’ 
they had to farm, and the restrictions imposed upon them, were 
subjects of vital importance.” He thought some restrictions im 
cultivation might be necessary, ‘“‘but the fewer there were the 
better, for in the nineteenth century the Evglish: farmer sh 
not be trammelled with restrictions, beyond what was ut 
necessary.” Several other speakers expressed the opitiion

In demanding a Congress to 
settle, not only the Polish question, but all other questions which 
agitate Europe, he demands what has already been refused, more 
than once, and what certainly cannot be granted,—especially as 
he frankly intimates that his idea of the terms on which a settle- 


| ment can be come to is: the recognition of the legitimate preten- 


siéns of “*peoples,”—that is to say, of the doctrines of nationali- 
ties—to be followed by. a-territorial modification of Europe, 
necessitating “ sacrifices” from almost all'the Powers. And’ in 
presenting this unseasonable demand, he frankly declares that 
the: rejection of it will warrant the suspicion that ‘ secret 
designs ” exist among the Powers, and that’ consequently the 
sword must be drawn sooner or later. In an economic point of 
view the speech isnot very remarkable. It throws no light on 
the financial situation, and does not say whether a loan must be 
raised or not; it, however, admits that, though the revenue has 
augmented, “the hopes entertained have not been completely 
realised.”

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‘COMMERCIAL EPITOME. 


FRIDAY NIGH. 

There was very little change in the state of trade at Mark lane, 
to-day, either as regards demand or prices. Wheat, both Eng- 
lish and foreign, as well as fine malting barley, quite supported 
Monday’s currency ; and for barrel flour, there was a fair inquiry, 
at late rates. Other articles met a slow sale, on former terms. 
This week’s imports amount to 6,200 quarters of wheat; 11,340 
barley ; 400 oats; 100 sacks and 10,760 barrels of flour. 


At Liverpool, this morning, wheat and flour were im fair re- 


quest, at quite previous rates. Maize sold slowly, om former 
terms, 


At Alexandria, the grain trade continues very quiet. During 
the few days preceding the 27th ult., the date of our latest 
advices, the arrivals of wheat were extremely small. Saide wheat 
sold at 28s 6d to 28s 34; Beheireh, red, 27s 6d to 288; barley, 
178 8d.to 193 6d; Saide beans, 26s to 26s 3d; Beheireh, 248 to 
24s 6d; and lentils, 24s 3d to 24s 6d per quarter, free on board. 


The Liverpool cotton market opened this week with a moderate 
demand, but the rise in the Bank rate entirely checked business. 
A decline in prices took place of $d to $d for Surat, 3d to 1d for 
American cotton, and 1d to 14d for Egyptians. The total sales 
amount to only 30,000 bales, including 16,000 to spinners, 8,000 
on speculation, and 6,000 for export. To-day the market is very 
quiet ; sales 5,000 bales. 


The latest date by post from Bombay is Oct. 13. During the 
fortnight preeeding that date, the cotton trade was in a great 
state of excitement, and an advance of 45 to 50 per candy 
took place in prices. The stock of cotton was small, but 
were daily increasing, more especially from Broach, 8 and 
Bhownuggur. The receipts from Compta were very small, and. 
no arrivals.had taken place from Dhollera. Most people ‘were of 
opinion that as the accounts from the various districts t 
the gradually extending cultivation of cotton were very satisfac- 
tos the crops of 1864-5 would be unprecedentedly large. The 
following tables of prices and exports are from Messrs Nicol ani 
Co.’s circular :
